Shanghai. 

Thousands Flee. 

Terrified Chinese were fleeing 
by thousands from the path of two 
Japanese armies—one striking 
west from Shanghai in a drive 
on Nanking, the other closing in 
on Tsinanfu, capital of Shantung 
province in North China. 

If the Japanese penetrate the 
powerful “Hindenburg line” an- 
chored on Soochow, Changshu and 
Kashing, the Chinese were expect- 
ed to fall back to new positions 
stretching from Kiangyin, on the 
Yangtze river, to Wusih, 100 miles 
east of Nanking. 

Central government civil min- 
istries were to be dispersed among 
several cities with Hankow, on the 
Yangtze river 300 miles west of 
Shanghai, as the main haven. The 
ministry of communications began 
evacuating staff and records to a 
Hankow-bound steamer. The min- 
istry of foreign affairs and finance 
also was to go there.

Benjamin Winter, Immi- 
grant Who Made Good,

NEW YORK “Nov. 16. 
Benjamin Winter, the penniless 
Polish immigrant youth who be- 
came one of New York’s most daz- 
zling real estate operators in the 
decade following the World War, 
filed a voluntary petition in bank- 
ruptcy in federal court oday, list- 
ing liabilities of $8,542,736 and no 
assets, 

He was head of Benjamin Win- 
ter, Inc., and one of the first real 
estate men in the city to have 
himself ‘incorporated. 

Handled Millions. 

In the hey-day of his success, 
Winter handled literally millions 
of dollars worth of property, in- 
cluding a couple of the Vanderbilt 
Fifth avenue: houses and the $3,- 
000,000 Astor mansion at Fifth 
Avenue and Sixty-fifth street. 

His rise in a field crowded with 
experts had few parallels in New 
York. He came here about 1901, 
undistinguished from other immi- 
grants, poor, but burning with the 
desire to get rich. 

An unskilled workman, Winter 
got a job white-washing cellars. 
He did the work well, and when 
he was at the top of the real es- 
tate business he still liked to tell 
of the East Side, its people and 
the many basements he had gone 
over with his flapping brush. | 

He became asmall contractor. 
then he invested some money in 
a house, sold it, made some money. 
Thereafter he bought property 
shrewdly. 

Astor Publicity. 

He was not known generally un- 
til 1925 when he bought the Astor 
mansion, a show place for bus 
riders.

1, 1937;,and perhaps as high as 
40 per cent for the fiscal year be- 
ginning July 1, 1938. The gen- 
eral assembly has two alternatives: 
(1) It can repeal the appropria- 
tions bill and start over again; 
or (2) it can provide funds to meet 
the appropriations. If it fails to 
supply the funds, it will be prac- 
tically equivalent to repealing the 
appropriations bill. 

“We Georgians do not seem to 
know that we are really facing 
what is perhaps the greatest 
crisis since reconstruction days.” 

Plans to raise the needed reve- 
nue through intangible taxes, 
through taxes on real estate and 
other tangible property, or out of 
an increased net income tax, he 
declared, are out of the question. 

Sales Tax Seen. 

“What, then, is to be done?” he 
asked. “We are forced of neces- 
sity to a sales tax of anywhere 
from three to five per cent, or a 
gross income tax of one per cent 
on individuals and retailers, and 
one-fourth of one per cent on 
wholesalers.” <A tax like the la*- 
ter, he said, produced $22,000,000 
in Indiana, adding that Georgia 
gross income is approximately 60 
per cent of that of Indiana. 

“A retail sales tax,” he said, 
“would be oppressive upon mer- 
chants, and others in their class.” 

Turning to intangibles, Mr. 
Spalding pointed out that in Geor- 
gia, for 1936, total intangibles re- 
turned for taxation amounted to 
$36,533,000, and that the total 
revenue received by all the coun- 
ties in Georgia from intangibles 
for 1936 was $413,000.

THE HEALTH OF THE COMMUNITY. 

Recommendation by Dr. Charles F. Blanken- 
ship, assistant surgeon of the United States 
Health Service, that the health departments of 
Atlanta and Fulton county be consolidated will 
be generally approved. 

Dr. Blankenship recently concluded a health 
survey of the city and county and finds that 
the proposed merger would not only eliminate 


duplication of effort and reduce administrative © 


cost, but would promote better health condi- 
tions generally. 

There is no service of government more vital 
to the well-being of the public than that of 
public health. Most evils in the structure of 
society are traceable, either wholly or in part, 
to physical ills. Sickness not only robs the in- 
dividual of his capacity to work and support 
himself and his dependents, it destroys mental 
and moral stamina and is the primary cause 
of a large proportion of crime. 

Dr. Blankenship severely criticizes the health 
programs and efficiency of the city and county 
health departments as now constituted and de- 
scribed their combined efforts for the control 
of communicable disease as “antiquated, dis- 
organized and very poorly directed.” 

In modern life it is impossible to segregate 
the well from the diseased. Human contacts are, 
inevitably, frequent and close. While the do- 
mestic servants: who enter the homes, the em- 
ployes who handle the food, the clerks in the 
stores and the workers in the offices are open 
to infection, there is no immunity for anyone. 


Proper control of communicable disease, 


would tremendously advance the moral, physil- 
cal and financial well-being of every resident 
of the city and county. 

There is one phase in Dr. Blankenship’s rec- 
ommendations especially appealing to the av- 
erage citizen. The merged board of health he 
proposes should be, he says, “entirely free of 
political influence.” 

The touch of politics on any activity that 
affects the health and life of the people be- 
comes odious and criminal. It should be made 


impossible. 


THE PROFESSOR AND E. S. P. 


There is a professor at Duke University, Dr. 
J. B. Rhine, who has been making tests for 
seven years on those mysterious functions of 
the human mind called clairvoyance or telep- 
_athy. Dr. Rhine calls the, at present, inex- 
plicable facts he has uncovered, “extra sensory 
' perception,” or E. 8. P. He has told all about 
his tests in a recently published book, “New 
Frontiers of the Mind.” 

It is the professor’s theory that there are 
certain people who possess a mental faculty 
which permits them, to a certain extent, to 
read the minds of others. In one of his tests 
he has one person look at the faces of a deck 
of cards while a second person, who does not 
see the cards, attempts to identify them one by 
one, as they are turned. These tests have been 
conducted in many ways, sometimes with the 
two persons involved in separate rooms, in 
separate buildings or even as much as 250 miles 


_ of 25 cards, divided into groups 
of five, each group carrying a different symbol, 
has been devised by Dr. Rhine for his tests. 
He states that, out of tens of thousands of 
individuals tested, a small percentage revealed 
an unusual card-calling ability, which is what 
he labels “E. S. P.” 

Under the laws of chance, Dr. Rhine says, 
@ person would average callitig five cards out 
of the 25 correctly. Some people, however, have 
averaged from 8 to 12 correct, keepirg up this 
average through thousands of calls, month in 
and month out. 

One student, who said his mother had been 

“psychic” and who believed he had innerited 
- the same ability, always maintained an average 
of better than 10 correct calls out of the 25 and, 


on one occasion, under exceptionally favorable . 


circumstances, called all 25 correctly. The 
_ mathematical odds against this feat. according 
to the proper laws of chance, is 298,023,223,- 

76,953,125 to 1, says Dr. Rhine. 

' «with such odds,” he argues, “it is impussible 

. to explain away the phenomena by calling it 

‘chance,’ or ‘coincidence.’ ”

THE REGENTS AND STATE TAXES 

The board of regents of the University Sys- 
tem of Georgia have added their voice to the 
statewide appeal that the legislature, in any 
revision of Georgia’s out-of-date tax system, 
consider first the removal of injustices which 
have handicapped industry now in the state 
and which. have reacted to discourage the estab- 
lishment of new industries in Georgia. 

At the same time the regents reiterated ap- 
proval of the enlarged programs for education, 
health and social security that have been en- 
acted under the Rivers administration and de- 
clared that these humanitarian and progres- 
sive activities of the state government must be 
continued. 

Georgia, it is admitted by all students of 
economics, is seriously handicapped by the in- 
efficiency of her tax system. The ad valorem 
method of property assessment was workable 
and fair when it was first adopted. At that 
time there was little property other than real 
estate in a state overwhelmingly agricultural 
in its interests. 

Today, however, the picture has changed. 
There has been a tremendous increase in indus- 
try within the state borders and many citizens 
now count their possessions in intangible prop- 
erties, such as stocks, bonds and bank balances. 

To tax such properties on the same valua- 
tions as real estate is manifestly unfair. It 
amounts, in most instances, to practical con- 
fiscation. On the other hand, to permit real 
estate to carry the entire burden is equally un- 
reasonable. 

The time has come when it is vitally neces- 
sary for a system to be evolved that will divide 
the cost of supporting the state government 
equitably between all types of property owners 
and all classes of citizens. 

If that is done, industry and private capital 
will not hesitate to come to Georgia. There 
will be a recrudescence of industrial growth and 
a renewal of prosperity that will assure Geor- 
gia’s continuance as “The Empire State of the 
South.” 

The state government, with the mandate of 
the people, has launched a program of increased 
educational opportunities for Georgia’s youth, 
of better health conditions for all her people 
and of greater security for her aged, her crip- 
pled children and her otherwise handicapped. 

The people of the state recognize that upon 
these programs depends the future welfare of 
the state. 

They only ask that the burden of taxation 
be evenly divided, so that everyone may pay a 
fair share. 

Such a tax revision will, in the words of the 
board of regents, “remove those injustices which 
have heretofore handicapped the state in de- 
veloping its industry and in attracting new en- 
terprise.” 


A SYSTEM LONG OVERDUE. 


The fingerprinting of all prisoners in Geor- 
gia, now undertaken by the State Department 
of Public Safety, is a practice which should 
have been in operation many years ago. Now 
that it has been begun, it can only be accepted 
on the proverbial basis of “better late than 
never.” 

Without fingerprints it is practically impos- 
Sible to keep a reliable record on any criminal. 
This system is the only one known which pro- 
vides irrefutable proof of identity. Without a 
record of each individual’s prints there is no 
positive means of checking against the criminal 
records kept by other states and by the federal 
government. With such a record it is a simple 
matter to discover the past criminal history, if 
any, of every man and woman convicted in 
Georgia for violations of the law. 

The Federal Bureau of Identification, with 
the co-operation of police departments all over 
the nation, has classified millions of finger- 
prints and keeps these files, ready for instant 
reference, in Washington, Georgia, by referring 
prints of state convicts to Washington, can 
discover the previous record of every prisoner 
in the state. 

Undoubtedly, there are many convicts in the 
state prisons who have records in other parts 
of the country. These past records are essential 
if the convict is to be treated in manner just 
not only to himself but to society. 

It is absurd to release a hardened criminal 
on parole, for instance, when his own word is 
the only assurance the parole board has that 
he is not a habitual offender. 

Inauguration of the fingerprinting system 
on state-wide basis should lessen the chances 
for abuse of the parole system and should re- 
duce the crime record of the state in consid- 
erable degree.

The atmosphere in which nego- 
tiations have been taking place 
has until now been wretched. The 
utility interests have become sus- 
picious, perhap: oversuspicious, 
concerning the just functioning of 
the government agencies and com- 
missions. The utterances and press 
releases put out almost daily by 
these agenciés have not helped the 
atmosphere, nor have the replies 
of the utility companies addressed 
to the public against the govern- 
ment, It is extremely difficult to 
come to any reasonable settlement 
under such a barrage of propagan- 
da and counter-propaganda. 


Yet there isn’t Best question 
what the public—in whose interest 
all this is supposed to be going on 
—wants. The recent elections cast 
some light on this. The people 
have not forgotten the history of 
some utility companies. They 
know plenty about past deals be- 
tween certain industries and hold- 
ing companies, about stock rigging 
and stock watering, and their 
bribing of legislatures, and their 
browbeating by powerful lobbies. 
On the other hand, there is little 
indication that they want to na- 
tionalize power, nor do they wish 
legitimate investments destroyed. 
They want just regulation, decent 
financing, fair play and cheap 
power. They want private indus- 
try and government to reach a 
settlement, and they know that 
the prolonged fight is expensive 
for them—as investors, as con- 
sumers, and as taxpayers.

If the figures are correct, then 
TVA power, with inadequate al- 
lowance for power cost, and with 
taxes only one-third of what pri- 
vate utilities have to pay, is cost- 
ing from two to three times (de- 
pending on the plant load) what it 
is selling for. 

And who is getting ‘this cheap 
power paid for by the taxpayers? 
The people? The small consumers? 
Hardly. 

“The Post-Dispatch” data show 
that 89 per cent of the benefici- 
aries of the taxpayers’ generosity 
are large industries, or, as they 
have been called, economic royal- 
ists, chiefly the Aluminum Com- 
pany of America and the Monsan- 
to Chemical Company. “The Post- 
Dispatch” says that the great bulk 
of the power produced is sold to 
public utility companies and in- 
dustrial corporations, with no conh- 
trol whatsoever over resale rates. 
If these facts are true there are 
abuses here to excite the envy of 
Mr. Insull.

Even if there were no concep- 
tion of the yardstick in the TVA, 
a publicly owned corporation is 
under as great obligations to 
amortize its debts, meet its inter- 
est and pay its way as is a pri- 
vately owned industry.

Dr. Harry Emerson Fosdick, in 
a radio address on October 24, 
said, “There is nothing new in 
sin. In drunkenness there is noth- 
ing new, however modernly we 
dress it up in the garish of our 
cocktail parties. All the motives 
that lead to it, the sensations in- 


volved in it, the consequences that | th 


come from it, are thousands of 
years old, There is nothing new 
in unbridled sensuality. There is 
nothing new in selfishness. It is 
the evil in life that is old-fashion- 
ed, and yet people try to tell us 
that those who possess moral earn- 
estness are the only one that are 
old fashioned.” 

Dr. Fosdick was pointing out 
the fallacy of so much of our 
present reasoning that concludes 
that in order to be up to date, one 
must throw away the restraints of 
marriage, get drunk, and in gen- 
eral go to the dogs. He was plead- 
ing with his listeners, particularly 
the young people, to read history 
and see for themselves that the 
most contemptible servitude 
through the ages has been, thé de- 
lusion of trying to be up to date 
by disregarding the accepted sanc- 
tities of life, such sanctities as are 
taught in the Bible, both in the 
Ten Commandments and the Ser- 
mon on the Mount. 

And then Dr. Fosdick urged his 
hearers to accept Christ and 
Christ’s way of life as the one and 
only pattern of thought, the one 
and only philosophy of life that 
offers progress for the individual 
or for society. It was a challeng- 
ing message—one which we may 
well ponder.

Figures on comparative cash re- 
turns for 1936 and 1937 crops were 
available only for tobacco, No. 3 
crop in point of importance... The 
1937 leaf yield was down 6 per 
cent due to ravages of blue mold, 
and the return was $15,570,510, off 
from the $17,700,000 of last year 
but comparing favorably with oth- 
er seasons. 

Corn, the state’s No. 2 crop, 
showed the largest indicated in- 
crease, a jump of 41 per cent, 
while cotton, No. 1 crop, was 
close behind with a 35 per cent 
advance. Corn brought $31,607,000 
last year and cotton sold for $83,- 
975,000. 

Peanuts, fourth among major 
crops, were expected to show an 
8 per cent decrease. Peanuts 
brought $14,774,000 in 1936. 

Oats, hay, sweet potatoes, Irish 
potatoes, sugar cane and apples 
also were expected to show in- 
creases.

G.. O. Carroll, Now Retell , 


Charges Legislative Act 
Is Retroactive. 


Charging that an act of the leg- 
islature of 1933 cutting down pen- 
sions paid to retired city police- 
men is retroactive and violates the 
state constitution, G. O. Carroll, 
retired city policeman, filed suit 
in Fulton superior court yester- 
day to recover $1,485 he claims is 
due him on pension payments.

: Moscow Agrees to Plan 


Granting Belligerent 
Rights to Both. 


LONDON, Nov. 16.—(/)—Soviet 
Russia, in an unexpected move, to- 
night removed a major obstacle to 
withdrawal of foreign volunteers 
from. Spain. 

She modified her opposition to 
granting belligerent rights to the 
warring Spanish factions and ac- 
cepted a general plan approved 
by other non-intervention powers 
November 4 for withdrawal of for- 
eign soldiers from the civil war. 

‘With the exception of Russia, 
the other nations had agreed to 


, extend belligerent rights to the 


Spanish government and the ‘In- 
surgents when “substantial prog- 
réss” had been made in getting 
alien volunteers out of Spain. 


Russia had insisted such rights 
should not be granted until all 
volunteers had been withdrawn, 
thus causing a stalemate, - 


Ivan Maisky, Soviet representa- 
tive of the non-intervention com- 
mittee, said his government was 
willing to concede the point in 
order to expedite removal of the 
volunteers. 


He said Russia would leave in- 
terpretation of “substantial with- 
drawal” until the question should 
be considered by the committee. 


It was announced a subcom- 
mittee would meet early next 
week, or as soon as replies have 
been received from Valencia and 
Salamanca on requests to permit 
neutral commissions to arrange 
evacuations. ~ 


RED ENVOY WARNS 
RUSSIA NOT AFRAID 
PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 16.—(?) 
The Soviet Union’s ambassador, 
Alexander A. Troyanovsky, con- 
demned wars of conquest tonight 
and said that while Russia wants 
peace “we would not be afraid,” 
if it were necessary, “to give an 
instructive lesson to any foreign 
agressor.” 


Addressing the American-Rus- 
sian Institute, the ambassador as- 
serted the labelling of aggressions 
in Ethiopia, Spain and China as 
anti-Communist activity w as 
“sheer fantasy.” 


Discussing the Spanish situation, 
Troyanovsky said: , 

“Thus far, in their fight for 
democracy and independence, the 
Spanish people have received, not 
the bread of assistance, but the 
oe of so-called non-interven- 
ion,” 


Referring to Russia’s “urge,” the 
ambassador said, ‘We are inspired 
by the experience of older domo- 
cratic countries, including your 
own, which, under the threat of 
war or foreign invasion, have also 
not hesitated to apply drastic 
measures against traitors and 
agents of hostile foreign coun- 
tries.”

70 Americans Left. 


Seventy Americans, 38 British 
and 100 German subjects still 
were in the capital and the num- 
ber was mounting steadily as war 
refugees poured in from other 
cities closer to the front. 


Military authorities remained 
at the capital which high offi- 
cials declared would not be abe - 
doned. They said Generalissimo 
Chiang himself would command 
Nanking’s defenders to the last. 

Chinese commanders declared 
their forces were holding al 
along the “Hindenburg line.” 


Japanese asserted the bodies of 
Chinese soldiers ‘were “so numer- 
ous it was impossible for Japanese 
infantry to march” near Kunshan, 
on the Shanghai-Nanking railroad 
about 20 miles east of Soochow. 

Officers’ Bodies Found. 

They said they found a Chi- 
nese major general and three 
colonels among 5,000 dead in the 
Kunshan sector. 

“We captured 600 prisoners, 14 
guns and two regimental flags,” 
a Japanese communique reported. 
“We are five miles west of Kun- 
shan.” s 

Chinese infantry destroyed six 
grounded Japanese planes and 
more than 5,000 gallons of gaso- 
line at an airdréme in ~Hantan, 
southern Hopeh province. About 
half a Battalion was killed in the 
spectacular raid. 2 

Japanese planes bombarded a 
wide area of the Shanghai penin- 
sula to blast a way to Nanking 
for troops and naval vessels. 

Soochow was said to be virtu- 
ally deserted after heavy air at- 
tacks. Air raiders bombed Fu- 
shan, a Yangtze river port, and 
Chinese troop concentrations be- 
tween Nanking and the defense 
line. Wusih, 25 miles northwest 
of Soochow, and Wukiang, 10 
miles south, suffered heavy dam- 
age. 

Warships Mass. 

To support the northern wing 
of the advance, 70 Japanese war- 
ships were said to be massed’ in 
the lower Yangtze, ready with a 
steamer equipped to batter the 
river barrier at Kiangyin, which 
is blockading Nanking against 
Japanese naval. attacks. 

The Japanese fan-shaped ad- 
vance has occupied about 4,000 
square miles of territory east of 
a line from the river to Hang- 
chow bay in Chekiang province, 
south of Shanghai. Chinese cas- 
ualties were estimated authorita- 
tively at 800,000 dead and wound- 
ed from the beginning of hostili- 
ties July 7 to yesterday. 

Japan was believed preparing a 
campaign in the rich, populous 
area of South China, free so far 
from land operations. Planes and 
warships bombarded the Wutung 
and Shutzwei forts near Amoy, 
on the South China _ coast, and 
Japanese marines were said _ to 
have explored landing possibili- 
ties.

C EXERCISE THE- -

Without ‘losing a pound of 
weight you can tighten up the 
musculature and make your fig- 
ure slim and youthful. 


but there is not a woman in the 
world who can get by without 
exercise. Only a firm musculature 
can hold the silhouette to smooth, 
streamlined curves. It is true that 
bulges may be the sign of excess 
weight concentrated in certain 
areas, but they are just as likely 
to indicate lazy muscles—lack of 
exercise. ae : 

If you want to improve your 
figure without losing weight, for- 
get about dieting. What you need 
is exercise to take off the inches 
in measurements that should be 
reduced. Exercise is the measure 
that changes proportions. 

If you are dieting to lose weight, 
however, exercise is more impor- 
tant than ever, for as the pounds 
are removed there is an increased 
tendency to flabbiness. Unless you 
exercise diligently to strengthen 
the muscles of your problem meas- 
urements the bulges may become 
more pronounced with the weight 


loss. 

The physiological advantage of 
exercise is that it prevents the 
feeling of depression which ac- 
companies flabbiness of the mus- 
cular system. Bodily vigor is main- 
tained through improved muscular 
tonus. 

Another thing about your figure 
program. ... You can get thin 
without exercise but you cannot 
stay slim without it. You must re- 
place the fatty tissue with well- 
toned muscles or the fat will lose 
no time hurrying back—always to 
the wrong places. 

Exercise may be specific, gen- 
eral or both. Such activities as

walking, swimming and sports of 
all kinds keep you feeling like a 
million dollars,’ but you must look 
to specific exercise to correct any 
disproportionate measurement and 
to beautify the figure. 

The two measurements which 
practically always call for special 
exercise are the hipline and the 
stomach. To slim down the hips 
you must reach the muscles of the 
hips, thighs and buttocks, which 
requires leg swinging, rolling or 
climbing.

Position: Standing, grip a chair-

invoked its control over hydroelec- 


tric developments tonight, declar- 
ing this was necessary to protect 
commercial use of navigable riv- 
ers. 

The commission decided, over 
the opposition of North Carolina, 
that a proposed $6,000,000 power 
project by the Carolina Alumi- 
num Company, oon the Yadkin 
river at Tackertown, N. C., would 
affect interstate commerce. 

As a result, the Aluminum Com- 
pany will be required to apply for 
a federal power license before pro- 
ceeding with the construction of 
the Tuckertown power plant.

North Carolina’s attorney gen- 
eral and the Aluminum Company 
opposed demands by South: Caro- 
lina that the commission license 
the power project and control its 
operation so that it could not in- 
terfere with commercial use of the 
stream by the pulpwood industry 
in South Carolina. 

The Yadkin flows into the Pee- 
dee river at Cheraw, S. C., 79 miles 
below Tuckertown.

Chief Inspector Albert B. Moore, 
of the New York State Police Bu- 
reau of Criminal Investigation, de- 
scribed them as “desperate men, 
ready to shoot it out with anyone 
who tries to stop them.” 

Their escape came less than a 
week-after the arrest in Los An- 
geles of James Sweeney, last of 13 
men indicted for the kidnaping. 
Two suspects committed suicide in 
jail while awaiting trial and two 
pleaded guilty of lesser charges 
after testifying for the govern- 


ment. 
“Last Kidnap Ring.” 

At the trial in Binghampton, 
United States Attorney Abraham 
E. Gold characterized the defend- 
ants as “the nation’s last organ- 
ized kidnap ring.” They were sen- 
tenced to terms ranging from 28 
to 77 years.

E. R. Leeder, manager of the 
Fisher plant, said that after a re- 
duced operating schedule necessi- 
tated the lay-off of 450 men No- 
vember 1, the union demanded 
their reinstatement. To accede, 
Leeder said, would have meant 
placing the entire force of 7,000 
workers on a 16-hour work week, 
and this was not considered ad- 
visable because many employes 
already had protested a reduction 
in their working time to 24 hours.

~ARRVES IN LONDON 


Glittering State Welcome 
Accorded Leopold; George 
Greets Monarch. 


LONDON, Nov. 16.—(4)—King 
Leopold, of Belgium, came to Lon- 
don tonight and Viscount Halifax 
left for Berlin, both on state vis- 
its in the interests of Europe’s 


peace. 
Leopold received a_ glittering 


state welcome when he arrived 
for a three-day visit by which he 


hopes to strengthen the friendship 
between his country and the Brit- 
ish empire. 

A few hours earlier Viscount 
Halifax left for Berlin to confer 
with Chancellor Hitler on matters 
of importance to British-German 
relations. 

King George, wearing the crim- 
son tunic of a field marshal, wel- 
comed the youthful Belgian mon- 
arch at Victoria station and took 
him to Buckingham Palace where 
he was the guest at a state ban- 
quet tonight. 

Leopold wore a khaki service 
uniform, with the blue ribbon of 
the Order of the Garter across his 
chest. 

Lord Halifax entrained for Ber- 
lin after a last-minute conference 
with Foreign Secretary Eden. He 
and Hitler will hold “informal” 
conversations on colonies, chances 
for European security arrange- 
ments, the Rome-Berlin axis and 
other questions. 

Informed quarters emphasized 
his mission represented no weak- 
ening of the virtual British-French 
alliance. 

Interested in Germany. 

King Leopold is especially in- 
terested in Germany’s colonial 
claims because Belgium has a 
mandate for Ruanda-Urundi, a 
densely populated section which 
formerly was a part of Tangan- 
yika in German East Africa. 

The Belgian ruler also needs a 
lasting friendship with Great Brit- 
ain, France and Germany to bol- 
ster the foreign and military pol- 
icy.

Again we ride the circuit at 
conference time, but not for the 
“last round-up.” ‘Twenty - nine 
years now we've been jotting 
down the little human interest

Menlo, Ga., and Wewoka, Okla. 
Why all this stampede among 
preachers wanting to go to Menlo, 
Ga., or Wewoka, Okla.? We learn 
that 13 preachers have asked to 
be sent to Menlo, and four have 
said they want to transfer to the 
Oklahoma conference. There must 
be something back of all this, we 
judged, so investigation was in- 
stituted by the Sherlock Holmes of 
this department. The secret of the 
stampede is this: A Menlo man 
has developed a kind of four- 
legged chicken, and an Oklahoma 
woman has a four-legged rooster. 
Methodist preachers are noted for 
their fondness for chicken. They 
think the prospects are good for 
an abundance of chicken drum- 
sticks where there are four-legged 
fowls. So they are heading for 
Menlo, Ga., and Wewoka, Okla. 


The Brides Are Coming. 

Last year we predicted that the 
slump in brides attending confer- 
ence would be overcome by this 
fall.

Nine Deaths This Year. 

Nine ministers of the North 
Georgia conference have this year 
ceased from their labors;-and en- 
tered into their eternal reward. 
Those who have passed away dur- 
ing the year are as follows: The 
Rev. H. L. Edmondson, of Atlan- 
ta, who died last December 14, 
only a few days after his super- 
annuation, and after serving 53 
years in the ministry; the Rev. B. 
F. Fraser, who died November 3, 
after 52 years’ service; Dr. C. O. 
Jones, of Atlanta, who died !-st 
December 11, after 66 years of ac- 
tive work, 34 of which were in 
this conference; the Rev. I. J. 
Lovern, of Elberton, died June 22, 
after 28 years; the Rev. John H. 
Mashburn, also of Elberton, died 
August 24, after 65 years in the 
ministry; the Rev. Atticus B. San- 
ders, of Atlanta, died April 21, 
having served 41 years; the Rev. 
M. M. Walraven, of Hampton, 
died August 9, after 44 years; the 
Rev. Marvin Williams, of Cedar- 
town, died April 4, after 28 years 
in the conference, and the Rev. E. 
H. Wood, of Atlanta, died June 8, 
after a conference membership of 
62 years. Special memorial serv- 
ices will be held in honor of the 
deceased ministers Sunday after- 
noon. 


Epidemic of Alopecia Rages. 

A distressing situation now ob- 
tains in the Methodist conference, 
due to the epidemic of alopecia 
that is raging among the clerical 
members, and that reaches, with- 
out respect of person, preachers 
of high and low degree, ranging 
from the humblest local preacher 
even up to the presiding bishop 
himself. Scientifie research with 
mice establishes the fact that 
wheat and thallium produces alo- 
pecia. Yet this hardly explains 
the alopecia of so many preachers. 
In addition to the presiding bish- 
op’s being afflicted with the mal- 
ady, it seems to search out pre- 
siding elders, as a glance at some 
of the present elders shows. Wal- 
lace Rogers, C. C. Jarrell, A. M. 
Pierce, W. M. Twiggs all show 
some of the ravages of alopecia. 
W. T. Hamby is an ex-elder who 
is another living example. This 
alopecia also strikes strongly at 
editors, as may be observed in W. 
P, King and W. T. Watkins. And 
close investigation shows that 
even reporters may become af- 
flicted, as is seen when this writer 
is observed. The pity of the thing 
is there is no cure when once the 
epidemic has ravaged one’s physi- 
ognomy and cranial structure, and 
deprived him of hirsute adorn- 
ment. 


Atlanta’s 24th Conference. 

For the 24th time the North 
Georgia Methodist conference is 
meeting in Atlanta. Since 1867 
the Methodist hosts have been as- 
sembling here every few years,

bly as often as Atlanta. From 
1884 to 1900 the annual sessions 
were held elsewhere; but, since 
1918, save for two years, the con- 
fernce has met here each year. 
Augusta was the conference city 
in 1921, and Griffin in 1925. 
Bishop Warren A. Candler has 
been the presiding bishop more 
times than any other, having pre- 
sided over seven sessions. 


Atlanta Methodism Centennial. 


Atlanta’s centennial celebration 
this year almost coincides with 
that of Methodism in this city. A 
hundred years ago there was no 
Methodism in . Atlanta, but by 
1844 such numbers of Methodists 
were here that steps were taken 
toward an organization. Prelim- 
inary meetings were held in a 
warehouse on Auburn avenue. In 
1845 a great revival meeting was 
held about where the Grant build- 
ing now stands, and soon after 
that the first quarterly conference 
was held. Land for a_ church 
house was given by John Mitchell, 
a triangular lot just north of the 
Candler building was his gift. Be- 
fore the end of that year the lot 
was sold for $700, and larger 
space sought. The lot of land 
now ocoupied by the Candler 
building, and extending down 
Peachtree to a point opposite the 
Piedmont hotel was boucht. Wes- 
ley Chapel was the first church 
house, built just across from the 
Piedmont hotel. Bishop J. O. 
Andrew dedicated the ground and 
building. Later on less than one- 
half the plot of ground was sold 
for $100,000. Wesley Chapel’s 
name was changed to First church, 
and a fine structure built where 
the Candler building is now. The 
Atlanta district of Methodism 
now has 37 pastoral charges, with 
a membership in Atlanta alone of 
more than 33,000. Last year the 
Atlanta district churches con- 
tributed the sum of $430,372 for 
all purposes from all sources. 
Property holdings by Atlanta 
Methodists, exclusive of Emory 
University, Emory hospital, 
amount to more than $5,000,000. 
Next to London, England, Atlanta 
ig said to be the densest block of 
Methodism in the world. 


GAMBLING’ IN GRAIN 
UPPOSED BY GRANGE 


Delegates Vote Request To 
Subject Federal, State 
Employes to Tax. 


HARRISBURG, Pa., Nov. 16.— 
(P)—Delegates to the National 
Grange annual convention adopted 
a resolution today expressing op- 
position to operations of the Chi- 
cago board of trade, asserting that 
“selling grain futures contracts 
has resulted in gambling in the 
prices of farm products, and in- 
jured producers and consumers.” 

The resolution urged strict en- 
forcement of -the commodity ex- 
change act and declared for vig- 
orous opposition to “gambling in 
the nation’s food supply.” 

The 68 delegates, 33 women and 
35 men, began work today of pass- 
— on reports of various commit- 
ees. 

Another resolution adopted to- 
day said the Grange favors a law 
or a_ constitutional amendment, 
that will make all federal and 
state officers and employes pay 
income tax, and a constitutional 
amendment making it illegal to 
issue tax-exempt securities. 

Immediate payment of the three 
cents per pound government cot- 
ton subsidy to growers from ear- 
marked tariff receipt funds, in- 
stead of compelling planters to 
wait until after they had signed 
up for the 1938 cotton program, 
provisions of which are as yet un- 
known,. was urged.

Two Georgia postoffices were 
robbed of a small amount of 
stamps and money Monday night. 
Atlanta postal inspectors reported 
yesterday. 

Offices at Barney and Dixie 
were robbed by unknown persons 
who were believed to be members 
of a group of safe crackers who 
have broken into several postof- 
fices in south Georgia recently. 
The safe had been broken open 
at Barney, Postal Inspector L. A.
